The preservation of the Amern »n Union wa: 
enjoined upon us by Washington, and, unless 
important circumstances and reasons have 
ariacn which were not foreseen by him, his 

imperative advice is as binding upon us to-day 

The world s be«t hope* are identified with 
the preservation of our Union and liberty, 
i 'ur prospective greatness trosprrity, peace, 
and honor seem to depend upon our union. 
Until within a few short months no American 
doubted that the preservation of our Union as 
it was left by Washington was a paramount 
duty of the American people. 

It is needles* to attempt to prove that the 
opinion of Washington and the almost unam- 
mous opinions of our nation and of its foreign 
friends were immutably trne. 

We propose to enquire whether the advice 
of Washington is not still practicable as well 
a* just — whether there is any cause for politi- 
cal hostility or civil war between the North 
and South— and whether our collisions and 
calamities have arisen from any other cause 
than sectional prejudice, slander, and delu. 
sion. 

Ever since there dawned upon our hor- 
izon the gloomy an.l threatening doctrine 
of an inevitable and enduring conflict 
between the North and South— the doc- 
trine that the innate or natural hostility of the 
people (arising from different institutions and 
manners) must inevitablv break down all the 
barrier* of the Constitution to engage in a 
struggle for the tyrannical supremacy of the 
S )tith over the North, or of the North over 
the South, our country ha* known no peace. 
A spirit of scornful defiance in the South ha* 
welcomed the conflict and ad\ aneed to meet it. 

The violence of the abolition movement 
wa* increased by every struggle of the South- 
ern llights pro-slavery party, and the speeches 
of the Abolitionist* continually inflamed tho 
Southern mind. The Northern party believed 
themselves to be struggling against an insti- 
tution which was the misfortune and dishonor 
of oar country, considered by many a sin and 
a crime as well as a political and moral curse. 
To resist the progress of thi* curse they were 
willing to use all constitutional means to the 
very utmost, and the most violent were ready 
to destroy the Constitution and the Union. 
A* Mr. Greeley expressed himself to the wri- 
ter, *'//■ j fat-ens u a-rosy tee < tnnot he irronp in 
our opposition to it" — as if measures intrinsi 
eally wrong could be made right by being em 
ployed against what was considered an evil 
Blind, furious zeal ever runs into the pernicious 
doctrine that "the end jtutifit-: th minus," and 
serves the devil most effectually while wearing 
"the livery of Heaven ' This violent, head, 
long zeal is the prevalent insanity of our limes 
bringing into bloody conflict the noblest and 
most heroic spirits of onr embattled country. 

The Southern party, taking their rtand upon 
the doctrine of equality in the Territories, and 
the right of slave emigration, were ready to 
destrov the Union rather than yield the right 
cf slave property in the Territories. Civil 
war was the natural consequence of the exist- 
ence of such parties. 

The disloyal spirit in the Southeast, whi. h 
had for nearly thirty years been repressed by 
the whole power of the nation, rejoiced in the 
opportunity of a sretional conflict, which was 
offered by the abolition ananhists. The 
standing quarrel of Masf:i> hnsctts and South 
Carolina as the respc. tivc . hampions of anti. 
slavery and pro-slavery ultraism and violer.cn, 
pls< ed tbcm in the front rank, as leaders in 
the sectional contest. The substantial unity 
of purpose in the two parties advancing in 
their different modes toward the ultimate 
overthrow of the constitution, developed a 
latent cordiality whi. h they displayed to each 
other in the last rreridential anvass. 

We stand now amid the bloody convulsions 
of civil war. There are few who can look 
the eanses of our misfor- 
But what will be said by the historian 
of the next centnn ? It will be said that the 
evils against which the Northern party arose 
existed chiefly in tbeir own imaginations, in 
the wild theories of political agitator* and the 

for the derenee of which the Southern States 
assumed the attitude of military defiance were 
of extremely trivial importance, and that it 
must have been during a gloomy epidemic of 
political insanity that our civil convulsions be- 
gan on account of imaginary evils and inlini 
tesimal wrongs. 

Believing that reason an.l the love of truth 
have not entirely deserted our count i 
shall endeavor to overthrow by facta and 
figures those delusive doctrines which however 
puerile and powerless with the well-informed 
patriot have in stern reality so nearly over, 
whelmed our republic. 

I.ct us first examine the Southern chimera 



itig countries and could nut obtain alaveholdeca 
enough to maintain tbc institution At the 
utmost but a few thousand could ever have 
been introduced, and even these could not 
have permanently remained in a region where 
majority of the voters would 
hsve favored emancipation.

It ap|«ars then that the great question of 
Southern liii/htx in the Teiritoiit*, about 
which the nation has been convulsed and en- 
raged to the dagger * point— agitated by Wil- 
mot provisos, Chicago platforms, Squatter 
Sovereignty, Died Sbott decisions, Dauglas 
and Lincoln debates, Southern conventions, 
secession resolutions, actual disunion, coer- 
cion, civil war, and its long train at ruin, 
Mood, and horror, is a matter so entirely in- 
significant and practically worthless that , like 
the point of honor in soma would-be duels, 
it vanishes away when submitted to the in- 
spection of the combatants' friends. 

The privilego of importing un accidental 
negro now and then into New Mexico, if sub- 
ted to a bordca tariff of fifty dollars per 
head, would never have yielded ten thousand 
dollars— probably not even a hundred. In no 
possible mode could emigrants hard been in- 
duced to pay as much as (wa^MQ for the privi- 
lege of introducing slaves into New Mexico. 
Nor is it at all probable that a sufficient sbv e- 
holding emigration could ever have been 
carried into New Mexico to make it perma- 
nently a slave State, and thus add to the po- 
litical influence of the slavo-holding States. 

Throughout all the Southern States so deeply 
agitated upon the question of squatter- sover- 
eignty and slave migration, not one man in ten 
thousand had any practical or possible interest 
in the question. Nor had the Southern States 
as States or communities any practical interest 
in the matter. As slavoholding States they 
could not reasonably expect to bolster up their 
political power by means of slavery in New 
Mexico unless they could also hsve excluded 
Northern immigration. As communities seek- 
ing their own growth and prosjierity, their in-

The absurd 
rumors which find currency among idlers and 
secession sympathizers have not disturbed the 
equanimity of the people of Washington." 
The Iotelligcnecr's imputation of the rumors 
in question to the "idlers and secession sym- 
pathizers' of the Capital is a stingiug rebuke 
to those State K.xecutivcs who in answering the 
President's requisition have portrayed the dan- 
ger of Washington in language as striking and 
vivid as that employed by them whilst the 
thunders of Sumptcr were still echoing through 
the land. Tbo exhibition is simply ridicu- 
lous. Washington ia in no danger, and the 
President's requisition fur troops, to which 
these F.xccutives are responding in such a 
panic-struck fashion, was made not only with- 
out reference to tho recent movements in Vir- 
ginia but before they had taken plaeo. The 
requisition was a purely business one, made in 
pursuance of the regular demands uf tho ser- 
vice, and without the smallest relation to a 
particular emergency either present or future. 
The Governors under notice, in summoning 
their citizens to tho field in this sensational 
manner, have done injustica not merely to ( 
the public situation, but to themselves and to 
their ready and gallant people. t In short, 
they evidently have acted from thoughtless - 
of thoughtfulness. 



steud of "rebel less one thousand in killed and 
wounded and one thousand prisoners captured" 
the battle of Hanover Court-House, it 
shuuld have boeu live thousand prisoners cap- 
tured. It was all right in the body of the 
Washington despatch. This was a far greater 
victory than the reliels have ever woo, their 
loss beine far greater than ours at Bull Kun, 
and their rout quite as fall and complete. The 
reverse we met with the other day in the val- 
ley of tho Shenandoah was but a trifle 
comparison with this great and signal 
victory, which, besides involving a fear- 
ful loss to tho rebels in killed, wounded,

•rmy. This glorious victory cannot fail to 
have a moat weakening and disheartening cf- 
rebels and is undoubtedly tho 
mmediate precursor of another and a far 
mightier victory in that region if the Confed- 
erates shall have the courage to stand 
their ground. Already the rebel force* that 
followed Gats. Banks and his little band of 
four or five thousand men through Winchester 
and Martinsburg have turned back iu full 
flight, afraid of boing cut off utterly. 

Our despatches bring intelligence of other 
interesting successes. From all quarters tho 
news is of the most cheering character, indi- 
cating that the war aVnJ tho rebel OonfodcrarT 
are near their end.

The South ha* been alarmed at anti-slavery 
agitation, and at one time that alarm bail 
reasonable cause. The haughty attempt to 
exclude Missouri from the Union on account of 
the constitution formed by her citizens mani- 
fested an alarming disregard of the equal 
rights of the South. But after the settlement of 
that question by the compromise line of .if. deg. 
M mm. fanaticism appeared to decline. Garri- 
son for publishing his abolition paper the Lib- 
erator, was mobbed by the respectable people 
of Boston and led out on Boston Common 
with a rope. Toe New England States C though 
infected with treason and secession during tbc 
war with Kogland i, became more loyal and 
contented and would probably have remained 
so but for the faithless repudiation of the 
Missouri compromise line by political agitators 
and the fierce contest which ensued upon the 
plains of Kansas, lo thst bitter struggle the 
fire of sectional hatred was kindled to a glow- 
ing heat. 

The immediate pretext which has placed the 
North and South in battle array was the threat- 
ened Congressional legislation to exclude ne- 
gro slavery from the natiunal territories. Ap- 
prehending this, the extreme Southern States 
resolved that they would not submit to a gov- 
ernment whirh treated them as an inferior 
class and claimed the right to discriminate 
against them in the territories acquired by the 



sion and civil war followed. 

Was this privilege of negro migration to the 
territories worth the bloody struggle and tre- 
mendous sacrifices ol a civil war and the dis- 
solution of the republic? Could that migrating 
privilege hsve been secured by secession or by

How few of the Southern people have ever 
reflected upon the positive insignificance, the 
real worthlr^ness of all that is conc erned in 
this Territorial contest! 

As to Kansas, Nebraska, and all the other 
territory north of .:<; deg. .lo min., no man in 
his senses thinks of a contest on the slavery 
question there — the question i< practically set- 
tled. It is settled, too, in reference to Cali- 
fornia, Texa*, and the Indian Territories. 

What tbrn ia the area in which the North 
and South are to imperil all tbeir treasurm 
aad tbeir libcm itself in a negro contest? 
Nothing in fact but New Mexico and Arizona. 
Is the privilege of introducing negro slavery 
into these territories of any great value. Is 
it to the planters of th-.- South worth even a 
vigorous political contest? No— on the con- 
rthless. There had 
the introduction ot 
slaves, and yet there have not been fifty prob- 
ably not twenty resident slaves introduced into 
these territories since they have been owned 
by the United States. Ex-Gov. Hunt, of 
New York, during the hast presidential can. 
rass, offered a thousand dollars reward for 
proof of a single case in which a planter had 



terest in New Mexico was lest than nothing— it 
was ti minus quantity! 

What interest has Kentucky or any other 
Southern State in tempting her citizens to 
migrate to a new territory and to carry with 
them their slaves and other capital? None 
whatever. It is the continued drain ol popu- 
lation from Kentucky to the new States, which 
has exhausted her resources, checked her 
growth, diminished her cities, prevented her 
whole territory from being oovorcd with rail- 
roads and turnpikes, and her eight or ten mil- 
lion acres of unimproved land occupied by a 
thrifty population. 

(lor financial condition in reference to the 
Territories is like that ot the rat under the 
bcllglass when the wurking of the air-pump 
was withdrawing the air, leaving poor puss to 
perish in tbc vacuum. It is said that a shrewd 
old cat in this dangerous condition clsppcd 
her paw upon the valve through which she 
was being pumped to death, and thus put a 
veto ob the operations of the 'experimenter. 
The Wilmot proviso would have partially ob- 
structed the valve through which our State has 
been drained by the territories of a certain 
portion of its capital, but our politicians, un- 
like the -hrewd cat, have insisted with franti. 
vehemence that the valve should be kept wide 
open and the pump vigorously worked to re- 
duce the wealth and population of our State. 
Aye, they have even insisted that we should 
fight rather than allow the valve to be closed 
by Northern politicians. Their indignation, 
hov. ever, wss but an t j psaf teste resolution, 
alter the offence hod been committed, when 
no more available territory remained for con- 
test, and national parties >tood in battle array 
upon the question whether the stable door 
should or should not* be shut after the hor-e 
was gone. Ah, how blindly have patty poli- 
ticians led us with humbug issues through 
farcical contests, into cur present bloody trag- 
edy! 

We do not favor the Wilmot Proviso nor 
object to free emigration from one portion to an- 
other of our common cctJotry, but we do think 
that when the interest of a State in migration 
to a Territory is largely « aaaW quantity, the 
. hampions of State rights should not too 
fiercely demand that minus quantity for the 
honor or benefit of the State, or bring the State 
to the verge of civil war to maintain (if the 
expression be allowable) a minns right — a right 
to be depleted and exhausted. 

Not thus, however, was the question pre- 
sentcd to the people of the South. They were 
told by extremists in both sections that slavery 
was to be surrounded, imprisoned as by a wall 
of fire, within which it should be compressed 
and finally soflccatrd for want of room to ex- 
pand. 

They who in sincerity spt ko thus forgot the 
vastarea cf tho South in proportion to iu pop- 
ulation. They forgot how difficult it is to 
produce an excess of population in any coun- 
try — how many centuries the wcrld has been 
growing without producing anywhere that 
dreaded Malthnsian climax when starvation is 
to result from excess of numbers ovorburdening 
the toil. 

The area of all tho slave Mates of the Union 
was 1, 000 square miles— they had not in 
I Ban reduood more than one-tenth of their land 
to cultivation. Taey can easily sustain a pop- 
ulation of ( 1 ,7oo, 000,000 1 seventeen hundred 
millions before they will begin to encroach 
upon tho boundaries where want and famine 
begin. The day when such an event can hap- 
pen is a long ways off in a boundless future, 
and long ere the negro shall thus be crowded 
to the imagined verge of starvation the 
crowded laboring population of the North will 
have passed into iu horrors and perished by 
thousands. 

The idea therefore of suffocating slavery by 
circumscribing its territory is as wild as any 
other pretext for getting up an agitation about 
territorial righu. 

"Slrrp liath it« alrked dreauu 
Fart- r its horrid phantom ihap*v, 
And filch are these." 
The whole contest was simply a jealous and 
desperate struggle for political power between 
slaveholding and non - slaveholding States, 
prompted by mutual distrust snd alienation. 
In this struggle the South was hopelessly out- 
numbered and ihould have given up the vain 
druggie tor political ascendency on sectional 
principles. 

As a political element the slaveholding 
power in seeking iu own defence and preserva- 
tion should have limited iu efforts to defend- 
ing and holding lirmly the five hundred mil- 
lions of acres which it had in secure possession 
behind the bulwarks of the Constitution, and 
not hnvo weakened iu position by attempting 
to outflank the North and take possession of 
new Territories in the Southwest, which it 
cnald not pe bbly hold longer than for a few 
years 0 f irritating struggle and overwhelming 
defeat. 

The rash attempt was made to take posses- 
sion of territorial outposts which were not 
needed and could not be held. The struggle 
commenced in Kansas — the South was de- 
feated, leaving the victors enraged and openly 
proposing in their camp a general assault to 
batter down the bulwarks of -.he Constitution 
aad capture the stronghold of their political 
opponcnu. 

Such are the ruinous consequences of politi- 
cal agitation which has indui-cd the South to 
drop the tubstance of peace, protection, and 
prosperity 10 grasp at the empty shadow of 
territorial rights. 

There war, it is true, a deeper cause than 
this operating on the minds of the more intel- 
ligent, but excitable — a fear of Northern 
aggression. That fear was the mainspring of 
secession. The humbug of territorial righu 
was the ostensible pretext, but fear of uncon- 
stitutional aggressions wss the deeper motive 
that really fired the Southern mind, and in 
proportion as our government shall dissipate 
or confirm that fear will it be successful or 
unsuccessful in truly restoring and cementing 
for all time the Federal Union.

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There was another order said to have been 

issued some days ago by Gen. Bntlcr, which, 
if genuine, was, we think, in questionable 
taste.
